DEATH RATE things San Francisco. 
SAN FRANCISCO. 1890 the population given 
298,997 and the number 

deaths 6,880 1900 the corresponding numbers 
are 342,782 and 6,657. other words, the 
actual population increased 43,785 and the actual 
deaths decreased 223; the per thousand death 
rate decreased from 1890 19.4 1900. 
What causes can assigned for this very re- 
markable condition? likely that the 
figures are error the error, corrected, would 
but add the amount decrease, for all 
probability greater care taken now than form- 
erly, the matter recording births and deaths. 
The decrease still more startling the case 
children under five. The figures for 1890 
are 22,976 and 1,966: for 1900 they are 26,015 
and 1,333; the per thousand rates for the two 
vears are 85.6 and 51.2. What noticeable changes 
the sanitation San Francisco have occurred 
the period from 1890 1900? None, that 
can recall.

large fund second, and more active and ener- 
getic application the “Principles Medical 
Ethics” first. And this believe they are doing, 
now that the matter has been called their at- 
tention, for with each succeeding issue the 
Journal, notice that there are more additions 
the list proprietaries with the advertisement 
which the formula given. Gentlemen, 
thank you and congratulate you. But the 
good work more fully; make your formulas 
quantitative and not merely qualitative the quali- 
tative formula absolutely valueless.

CHEMICALS vs. certainly can not the 
PROPRIETARIES. ethical objection 


the use definitely known 
chemical substances. The only possible objection 
them can come solely from their multiplicity 
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their number mortal mind can compass! 
There very decided difference between them 
and secret proprietaries—those mixtures un- 
known composition and mysterious virtues. 
physician should, under any circumstances, make 
use mixture the composition which un- 
known him. does wrong himself, 
his common sense, his standing the profes- 
sion, his obligations the sick and the 
public, when does use this stuff. Why? Be- 
cause does not know what his patient taking, 
and hence may giving him something highly 
injurious! With definite chemicals, however, 
the matter different. After new chemical 
studied and its physiological properties 
have been recognized (and this generally done 
before put upon the market) there can 
objection its use, its action what you 
consider desirable for your patient. The whole 
thing very simple when you come down the 
bottom it. What are you giving your patient, 
and how much dose? you know, and 
what you believe your patient needs, use it; 
you not (and nine times out ten you not 
proprietary mixture), don’t touch it; 
don’t soil your hands your reputation with it. 
legitimate medicine, fit for use, the 
formula should printed with the advertising 
statements concerning it; the formula not 
given, leave alone; dangerous. 


The manufacturer remedy—or medicine— 
(“Any agent substance used the treatment 
disease”) who advertises 
his remedy the medical 
profession the pages 
medical journals, does so, 
presumably, with the not unreasonable hope that 
doctors will see the advertisements and prescribe 
his remedy the treatment their patients. 
That seems clear and within the range 
probable truth. necessarily follows, the 
remedy intelligently used, that the exact 
nature composition must stated the ad- 
otherwise the conscientious physi- 
cian cannot tell what nor use it, without loss 
dignity himself and doing injury broad 
fundamental principle ethics. The Dios Chem- 
ical Co. and the Organic Chemical Co. consider 
themselves injured the JouRNAL for the reason 
that their wares were included list some 
remedies unknown composition published 
the August The trouble with the 
manufacturers and not with us. Had the adver- 
tisements these things stated exactly the com- 
position nature the remedies, they would 
not have been placed bad company. The 
Dios Chemical Company manufactures remedies 
that are mixtures and with pleasure note 
that their advertisement the Journal 
now includes the formula. does nobody much 
good put the formula the label the bottle 
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and not the advertisement; the doctor who 
wishes prescribe remedy cannot expected 
and look the bottle before writes his 
prescription. the case the Organic Chem- 
ical Co., the remedy advertised appears 
chemical; but that fact was not stated the 
advertisement. The advertisement definite 
chemical substances for which letters patent have 
been issued, should include the chemical name 
the formula the number the patent, 
simply for purposes identification.

Medical Examiners the meeting October 
26th. After consultation with the 
EXAMINERS. and Attorneys-General other 
States, appeared that legally there 
should return the fee paid candidate, 
case his rejection. The board ruled that 
would retain half the fee and return the other 
half; probably further action will taken 
some subsequent time resulting the retention 
the whole fee. unanimous vote the board 
was decided abolish the “condition” system. 
Instead, motion was passed the effect that 
minimum 50% must attained each and 
every one the nine subjects, and general aver- 
age 75% all. motion, was unani- 
mously decided send official notice every 
illegal practitioner known the board, warning 
that unless ceased from violation the law 
the board would lend its influence and co-op- 
erate with the county medical societies 
ing the law. This the first time that the Board 
Medical Examiners, such, has officially 
taken cognizance the existence illegal prac- 
titioners, taken any action the matter.

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THE IDEAL ACCURACY MEDICAL 
WORK; ITS IMPORTANCE AND ITS 
LIMITATIONS.* 


RICHARD CABOT, D., Boston. 
HEN the history clinical medicine comes 
written, think that the most striking char- 
acteristics its progress this century 
will regarded as: 

The use exact methods diagnosis. 

The use instruments precision. 

The keeping full and accurate records. 

cannot too thankful that so. see three 
ways which these tendencies have begun ac- 
complish the cleaning the dark our 
professional life. 

(a) the first place they have done great deal 
sweep out all such refuse the concepts the 
various diatheses—‘the lithemic diathesis,” “the gouty 
diathesis,” “the rheumatic diathesis” and similar tra- 
ditions which cannot bear the tests criticism and 
disappear when the searchlight exact methods 
applied them. have thank these modern 
tendencies for the gradual disappearance from our 
vocabulary sentences about conditions 
which now survive chiefly the vocabulary our 
patients, who always seem know much more 
about them than do. with the “conges- 
tions,” the brain, the lungs, the liver, which 
with many the “anemias,” diagnosed purely that 
most deceptive piece evidence, facial color, and 
with many the multitudinous affections classed 
“rheumatism.” These remnants “traditional medi- 
cine” has been the inestimable service modern 
scientific methods sweep out our path; and 
think may say that the replacement traditional 
medicine scientific medicine something can- 
not seek too early too grateful for, fast and 
far succeed therein. 

(b) second inestimable service rendered the 
tendencies which now describing has been 
build habits mind that are instinctively 
antagonistic habits lying. not first sight 
obvious how the use instruments precision and 
the influence precise methods their use favor 
the establishment truthfulness corner-stone 
our dealings with each other and with our patients. 
But although this not obvious, convinced that 
true. Anyone who records his cases and makes 
his observations inaccurate slovenly way 
finds his mind filled with kind haze. clear 
away this haze when comes state his results, 
almost inevitable that should fall into the 
habits drawing upon sources other than reality for 
his materials and for his terms. If, the other 
hand, man has made his analyses, his measure- 
ments and his clinical records accurately and thor- 
oughly, learns lean upon fact, and have confi- 
dence that whatever true will turn out work 
well. Thus gets out the habit improvising, 
modifying embellishing his statements suit tra- 
ditional preconceived ideas. enthusiastic ad- 
vocate manual training the public schools once 
said hearing that boy who had had thorough 
course Sloyd work would never tell lie. this 
obviously exaggerated statement there is, think, this 
much truth: Such boy will find much harder 
the future lie. The habit taking our bearings 
straight from reality, habit which woodwork any 
other form manual training produces, makes 
almost helplessly dependent data observed for 
every step our thinking and our plans. 
actor should get into the habit being 
prompted continually from behind the scenes that 
never spoke his lines rote found the need 
improvising them. The habit improvising 
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embellishment cannot acquired without practice, 
and the incessant use scientific methods soon 
gets fatally out practice the use lies. 

Quite without conscious intention pious effort, 
therefore, believe that our modern methods med- 
ical work are steadily driving out those habits 
mind that make possible the use prevarication and 
lies any shade. 

(c) sharpening the lines between what know 
and what not know, between what have 
achieved and what have still achieve, scientific 
methods work make true progress possible. For 
only knowing just where are and just 
where our lacks are situated that become capable 
progress.

think must have made clear that the ten- 
dencies which have been describing are the very 
breath life. feel stifled and mouldy the 
atmosphere traditional medicine. And see 
clearly that the current scientific medicine has 
made all what are. But not always see 
clearly that must direct that current; ceaseless 
vigilance the part the old-fashioned faculty 
common sense nowhere more need than the 
guidance and regulation the gigantic and beneficent 
tendencies now work our profession. are 
told that not much the gun the man behind 
the gun that makes the success the American and 
Japanese navies. the use instruments pre- 
cision; the brain behind the instrument, the man 
behind the microscope, the achieving force. Now, 
obvious this seems when stated cold print, 
not any means obvious always acted 
upon. There tendency which one can hardly 
recognize until has felt its poignant force his 
own person get carried away one’s own methods 
until the methods come replace the active brain 
that ought using them. see others and feel 
myself the danger that may substitute the 
routine use some excellent history- 
taking physical examination—for the free play 
the actively inquiring mind, the mind capable 
being surprised and seeing what does not expect 
see. Conventionality, literalism and formalism are 
dangers just formidable medicine they are 
religion. Perhaps more formidable because are 
not much the lookout for them, and because 
they creep insidious and stealthy way. 
From slightly different point view may describe 
the tendency just referred one the Protean 
shapes assumed our aboriginal laziness. Para- 
doxical though seems, have doubt that the 
scientific method times nothing more than dis- 
guise assumed our ineradicable laziness. know 
form labor which the average man shuns more 
instinctively and more constantly than the labor 
thinking, the labor fresh observation. But the 
doctor after all human and capable temptation 
all the more readily when the temptor assumes the 
subtle and baffling guise the “scientific 
know doctor who never forgets his stethoscope. 
his blood counter his percussion hammer when 
starts his rounds the morning. yet not infre- 
one all-important instrument—his brain. 

the debt which owe Germany the field 
scientific medicine. For-years have been fed 


the results German industry and ingenuity 


until has become habitual for stretch out our 
necks that direction like the nest. 
But have also acquired the habit (and here 
point) food, gulping down true 
American fashion the pabulum furnished our 
Teutonic brethren, forgetting that assimilation 
necessary prerequisite for nutrition. Now this habit 
bolting down, unmodified, the nutritious gifts 
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our Teutonic brethren, has given several forms 
scientific indigestion. One these dyspepsias re- 
sults the idea that absolute accuracy should 
sought for far possible all times and all 
places. Now absolute accuracy ideal, not simply 
unobtainable but self-contradictory, think can 
show you few examples. course common- 
place that accuracy always relative. Relative 
the first place the limitations the instruments 
which employ. “Accurate within the limits 
error the instrument employed” the most that 
can ever say our observations, and that these 
instruments have limits error, and very wide ones, 
not always sufficiently realized. Neither suf- 
ficiently realized that our accuracy relative not 
only limitations the instrument employed, but 
also and chiefly our purpose. What accurate 
enough for purpose not accurate for second 
and too accurate for third. think safe 
say that physician active practice can make 
physical examinations which are accurate even 
his own standard possible accuracy. Such 
examination would consume half day least, and 
even then many points would left uninvestigated 
because they seemed relatively unimportant. think 
well for realize that this always the case, 
that consequence always our duty direct 
our accuracy like searchlight, where can 
most good. must inaccurate somewhere. The 
wise physician who knows well how decide 
where and when accurate, where and when 
get along without accuracy. 

Ludicrous examples confront now and then, 
misplaced accuracy, misdirected exactness. 
physician acquaintance was consulted not long 
ago lady for the relief dyspepsia. The doc- 
tor made careful estimation the size, position, 
mobility and secretive activity her stomach, 
analyzed gastric juices careful quantitative 
methods, examined the urine, and rendered report 
containing quantitative measurements the differ- 
ent solids well the ordinary chemical micro- 
scopical tests, counted the red and white corpuscles, 
measured the hemoglobin, made differential count 
the leukocytes, and examined minutely the condi- 
tion the thoracic and abdominal organs. From the 
indications obtained these examinations pre- 
scribed for the patient with great care, but—as 
turned out, without success, for the patient’s nausea 
and other gastric symptoms continued unrelieved. 
Some months later was learned that the cause 
her trouble was pregnancy. 

Now what want bring out this example 
this: The fact the pregnancy could not have been 
discovered the time the doctor saw his patient 
any method physical examination, but might 
have been discovered, any rate strongly sus- 
pected, had directed much energy and accuracy 
into the taking his history put upon the 
physical examination. used plenty accuracy, 
but used the wrong place. was too accu- 
rate, that uselessly accurate some respects and 
correspondingly inaccurate other and more im- 
portant respects. Now the relative importance 
the different aspects case something not 
learned becoming expert any all the 
known methods investigating disease. and 
must remain the work common sense. Let 
enumerate few other examples what 
regard misdirected accuracy, perhaps had 
better say, disproportionate accuracy. 

The estimation the urinary solids quan- 
titative methods usually pure waste time, not 
because does not tell anything, but what tells 
altogether unimportant for the diagnosis, prog- 
nosis and treatment disease. The information 
that gives information that cannot make 
any use of, and indeed the inferences drawn from 
may misleading actually harmful. Take for 
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example the quantitative estimation urea, solid 
which suppose measure more frequently than 
any other the urinary constituents, under the quite 
mistaken impression that are securing thereby 
knowledge the secretory power the kidney. 
all know, stop and think it, that the output 
urea represents not merely the functional power 
the kidney but the resultant much more com- 
plicated group forces. The output urea depends 
not merely the power the kidney, but upon 
the amount and kind nutrition furnished the pa- 
tient, and upon the success his organs dealing 
effectively with what given him. interpret the 
significance urea estimation need knowl- 
edge the patient’s total metabolism. most cases 
which have known measurements urea 
recorded there has been accurate knowledge 
the food taken into the body, and possibility 
allowing for the modifications produced such 
symptoms vomiting, diarrhea, sleeplessness, con- 
finement bed and psychical disturbances. Yet 
measuring urea are measuring quantity depen- 
dent upon each and all these influences well 
upon the functional power the kidney. would 
hardly more absurd attempted measure 
the efficiency street transit system the num- 
ber patrons deposited every night the theatres. 
true that this figure would depend part upon 
the efficiency the transportation system, but 
neglect altogether such factors the degree at- 
traction the plays running any given time 
the different theaters, the clemency inclemency 
the weather, and the state the patrons’ purses, 
would more absurd than the attempt measure 
the functional power the kidney the estimation 
the urea alone. 

quite true that had definite and accu- 
rate knowledge the patient’s metabolism could 
learn deal from the output urea, but the 
vast majority cases not possible for get 
any such knowledge his metabolism, and without 
our urea estimations appear pure waste 
time. may said that may gain from them, 
any rate, rough estimate the functional power 
the kidney after making allowances for all the 
sources error above alluded to. measure this 
true, but also true that can gain the same 
information without taking the time estimate the 
urea all, simply measuring the 24-hour amount 
urine and the specific gravity.

Again and again have known 
physicians estimate most carefully the percentages 
free combined hydrochloric acid and acid 
salts, while they had neglected get even approxi- 
mate idea the two most important facts about the 
stomach disease, namely, its size and its motor 
power. The measurements the gross total 
residue the fasting stomach and the size 
the organ after distention with air water, gives 
facts far greater value than the more accurate 
quantitative estimations acid which occupy the 
foreground most accounts the stomach func- 
tions. With Congo red paper estimate accurate 
enough for most clinical purposes can obtained 
few minutes, and the time thus saved can put 
into more accurate work other directions.. 

blood examinations far too much time spent 
making counts red corpuscles. Not more 
than one case twenty-five own practice 
find necessary make such estimation. the 
hemoglobin normal, and there are other 
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obvious evidences anemia the general examina- 
tion the patient and the examination the 
stained film specimen blood, there need for 
consuming the time and energy necessary for red 
The essential parts blood examiration 
the vast majority cases are the total count 
white corpuscles and the examination the stained 
film. This the direction which want put 
our accuracy. 

think unnecessary further multiply ex- 
amples. Anyone can think similar cases soon 
his attention turned the matter. 


wish now turn quite different aspect 
subject, yet one which branch the same diffi- 
culty, mean our failure properly direct the cur 
rent the scientific tendencies our time. 
common, but believe very fallacious belief among 
physicians, that “laboratory work” term wide 
“accurate work,” and that clinical work must 
needs comparatively inaccurate. Let glance 
for moment the derivative meaning these 
words. The laboratory simply place for “work.” 
The word means nothing more. Clinical means 
simply “at the bedside.” Now, contention that 
for most the best place for work the bed- 
side. That the place where the most essential in- 
formation can acquired both for the benefit 
science and for the benefit the patient. There 
more pernicious fallacy extant than that which 
supposes that there necessary division between 
the “laboratory man” and the “clinical man,” be- 
tween “laboratory work” and “clinical This 
distinction which Dr. Deaver Philadelphia has 
done much harden. never tired insisting 
that the point view the clinician diagnosis 
superior that the laboratory worker. But 
why heaven’s name should have choose 
either one? Now why should not each one 
make himself master all the facts necessary for 
the diagnosis his case, both the facts obtained 
what ordinarily call the clinical examination 
the patient and those obtained with the help the 
microscope and chemical reagents. one had 
choose (for example, the diagnosis appendi- 
citics), between knowing only the facts obtained 
microscopical and chemical analysis, and knowing 
only the facts obtainable the bedside without the 
help these agencies, why, suppose any 
would choose the bedside the better standpoint 
for observation. But point that never ought 
forced into making any such choice. Not either 
one without the other, but both. That what 
want. one foolish depend wholly upon 
single method examination diagnosis whether 
that method either measuring temperature, 
which ordinarily call “clinical fact,” the 
counting leukocytes, which ordinarily call 
“laboratory fact.” such facts are value only 
when considered connection with all other avail- 
able evidence. They are like single letters the 
alphabet, which their isolation are almost mean- 
ingless, yet when grouped into words may most 
significant. diagnosis most cases should rest 
upon group data which together spell out 
word. 

The harm done the attempt separate our ex- 
amination the patient’s functions into two sharply 
differentiated portions, and assign one portion 
the individual known the “laboratory man” and 
the other someone called harm, 
say, done this attempt consists part loss 
essential facts the attempted transfer from one 
man another. For such data are not readily trans- 
ferable, like coin, without loss value. Few can 
interpret the results blood examination, 
urinary examination, unless they are constantly mak- 
ing such examinations themselves. Indeed the at- 
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tempt interpret them almost hopeless 
the attempt convey satisfactorily another what 
one feels palpation the abdomen. Laboratory 
facts are personal facts much the results 
palpation, and they are almost difficult convey 
second person. Moreover, our interpretation 
the crude data obtained our senses apt 
very faulty one, attempt, so-called 
laboratory has do, make this interpre- 
tation wholly uninfluenced the clinical aspect 
the case. Those best trained microscopical and 
chemical analyses are coming more and more feel 
unwilling hand over another man any hard and 
fast conclusions based upon the isolated facts his 
possession. More and more are finding that the 
men who examine scrapings fragments tumor, 
want see the case the wards, and get 
session all the facts ascertainable, just the 
clinician more and more unwilling accept re- 
port from the laboratory without seeing the speci- 
mens himself. 

Dr. Welch has pointed out most timely way, 
recent discussion the Johns Hopkins Hospital 
Bulletin, how unwise attempt construct 
clinical histories from postmortem evidence. But 
the evidence obtainable what still insist 
calling “laboratory work” usually 
the postmortem evidence just alluded to. needs 
filled out and corrected facts obtainable 
only the bedside. 

Summing what have. said, seems 
(1) that need direct the great current scien- 
tific medicine, first observing due proportion 
the amount time and the degree accuracy as- 
signed the different portions our examination 
patient, and (2) that want rub out 
fast and far possible the distinction between 
laboratory diagnosis and clinical diagnosis.

The action the cremaster 
strikingly illustrated abdominal strain severe 
cougning; its fibres contract simultaneously with the 
muscles the abdominal wall, causing compression 
the veins within the inguinal canal, elevating the 
testicle, drawing taut the fibrous sheath the cord, 
thereby compressing its vessels and compensating 
for the insufficiency the valves the spermatic 
veins. individuals with relaxed dartos and un- 
developed cremaster, the spermatic veins are unable 
cope with the effects increased pressure. 
Hence, dilatation and possibly stasis. Observation 
the cremaster during radical cure hernia, with 
and without varicocele, coupled with the partly es- 
tablished relation between the condition the 
valves the spermatic veins and the development 
the cremaster, apparently point the latter 
factor the production and prevention vari- 
cocele.

(dilatation stomach, floating kidney, hepatoptosis) 
indicating connective tissue. still 
rarer category the symptomatic varicocele 
Guyon (abdominal and renal 
didymitis has been noted the epididymal va- 
riety varicocele (Mignon and Sieur).

Palpation the cord inadequate. The patient 
should examined the vertical and horizontal 
positions.

Arguments Against the Usual Operation 
cocele (Excision from the stand- 
point pathology, not rational. the great 
majority instances the veins not offer marked 
lesions; they are simply dilated; the walls remain 
thin and show sclerotic changes. The dystrophic 
lesions occur much later and more gradually than 
varicose veins the lower limbs, and apparently 
indicate nature’s method controlling ectasia the 
veins.

the past year the above described method, can 
offer but very meager data upon the all-important 
chapter results. Two classes cases were treat- 
ed: First, painful varicoceles (two cases); second, 
voluminous varicoceles (three cases). the first 
class the painful symptoms ceased early the 
third day. one these cases the testicle showed 
appreciable increase size shortly after the 
operation. the three cases voluminous vari- 
cocele the scrotum soon retracted the new posi- 
tion occupied the testicle.

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TREATMENT TYPHOID FEVER.

brandy; still better, use strychnin 1-30 
grain hypodermically, but case nitro-glycerin, 
because its vasodilator effect. better not 
stimulate unless absolutely needed, arterial press- 
ure, and hence hemorrhage, increased. case 
the bleeding persisted spite above measures, 
and the pulse became thready and uneven, saline 
infusion from one two pints was given, usually 
under the breast. This seemed always bene- 
ficial, and one case most severe hemorrhage, 
undoubtedly saved the patient’s life. was also 
helpful allaying thirst. two fatal cases was 
interesting note that was not absorbed. Noth- 
ing except the opium pills, with enough water wash 
them down, was put into the stomach for twenty- 
four thirty-six hours; then few drops Valen- 
tine’s beef juice couple teaspoons water 
was given. Careful observations were made with 
the stethoscope the amount peristalsis dur- 
ing the frequent visits that all hemorrhage cases re- 
quire. the hemorrhage was controlled and the 
heart promptly recovered, the ergot was stopped 
the end twenty-four hours, the opium the end 
forty-eight hours, unless given before account 
signs opium poisoning, the stimulants used only 
when absolutely required, and the beef juice and ice 
water were given every two three hours for the 
second twenty-four hours; the ice the abdomen 
was continued for several days. was found that 
beef juice liquid peptonoids, especially when given 
alone, soon had laxative effect, probably due 
peptones contained, and they were usually stopped 
the end forty-eight hours, 
slightly diluted milk 3ss every one two 
hours was given. Absolute rest the back was con- 
tinued for from forty-eight eighty hours. When 
conditions were going favorably, the turpentine oil 
emulsion small, frequently repeated doses was 
begun twenty-four thirty-six hours after the 
hemorrhage, and continued for some days. The 
bowels were way disturbed until the fourth day, 
and then glycerin enema was Full feeding was 
given the end one week, and mild bowel 
cathartic was used then, also, needed. Hypodermic 
injections morphin were found induce vomiting, 
and not control the peristalsis well the pow- 
dered gum opium. the more desperate cases 
where the hemorrhages were uncontrolled the 
above measures, and more particularly one the 
fatal cases, where the blood was passed unclotted, 
calcium chlorid, fused, grains was given 
small amount water the mouth, 
gelatine broth (made from pure gelatine and few 
drops beef juice) was given small quantity. 
Whether these measures were beneficial, unable 
state, but this case some clotted blood was 
passed before death. There was history some 
hemophelia the family. Epinephrin (1-1,000 sol.) 
was used two cases; one the patients died from 
hemorrhage (autopsy), and one apparent perfora- 
tion following hemorrhage. was given small 
mouth every half hour for some hours. Its effect 


*Strychnin was used when there had choice 
between two evils, and when the circulatory danger over- 
the fear exaggerated peristalsis. Caffein 
was found particularly valuable for stimulation when 
opium was being given, and did not seem noticeably 
increase the periscalsis. 
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upon the tone the heart and the pulse was notice- 
able, but any control the hemorrhage was limited 
and not permanent its effect. Unless its vasocon- 
strictor effect with increased blood pressure steady 
and lasting, its value most dubious, and hard 
know which better, the low pressure following 
the hemorrhage with its tendency allow coagula- 
tion, the use stimulants and vasoconstrictors, 
favoring higher pressure and smaller bleeding sur- 
faces. feel convinced that only very careful and con- 
scientious observations will able tell whether 
does harm good such cases. The mucous mem- 
brane the stomach the autopsied patient was 
markedly congested and hemorrhagic appearance, 
condition that ascribed the local effect upon the 
stomach wall the epinephrin. necessary 
state that this patient had some time during the 
prolonged illness, hemorrhages from the nose, bowel, 
uterus, bladder kidney and from the stomach. 

most striking characteristic the 
cases observed were these circulatory collapses. They 
appeared severe afebrile cases, well those 
with highest temperature, regardless treatment 
given previously, and were evidently due the sever- 
ity infection. interest note that they 
never occurred during ice pack. The first collapse 
was difficult treat because the fear that might 
mean hemorrhage perforation, but was thought 
safer assume the second one the same case 
collapse, and treat vigorously from the outset. 
Severe collapses were noted eighteen cases. They 
were most startling character, and several times 
was told over the telephone that the patient was 
dead, only find him getting better, under the rou- 
tine ordered, when reached the house. The tem- 
perature frequently fall, even below 96° 
95° F., the pulse disappear from the wrist, and the 
patient lie apparently lifeless. happened 
fewer than eight times one patient, the man event- 
ually recovering. His skin became tough times 
that was difficult insert hypodermic needle, 
and injections made that time, not made deeply, 
produced superficial sloughs. 

The routine ordered for the first collapse was 
follows: Remove all applications cold, place hot 
applications the feet and the sides the body (but 
not the abdomen), rub the extremities, inject 
once 1-30 grain strychnin and 100 minims 
brandy. not immediate favorable result, repeat 
the brandy and then succession give hypodermic 
camphorated oil 10% (20 minims), then ether 
minims equal parts olive oil; then still 
pulse wrist, give grains caffein citrate hypo- 
dermically warm solution, and repeat camphorated 
oil and ether and oil alternately every ten twenty 
minutes until there noticeable result. case 
was reasonably sure that there was not hemor- 
rhage, 1-50th grain nitro-glycerin was added 
the first injection, and this was repeated two 
three hours needed. The after-treatment 
attack was most careful stimulation with brandy, 
strychnin and nitro-glycerin, with the use small 
quantities hot foods and drinks and the use 
warm applications until the temperature began 
rise. Such treatment may seem drastic, but its 
prompt use saved several patients for me, and saved 
three them over and over again. Collapse cases 
had always ready for use hypodermic syringes filled 
with the above solutions, that time was lost. 
one case where the ether and oil was used took 
sixty-five seconds for imperceptible pulse the 
wrist become plainly perceptible. Because the 
severe type infection many these cases, there 
was good chance prove the great value 
camphor and ether, heart stimulants especially.

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Perforation.—Four cases perforation came under 
observation, with one other probable case; two 
these patients died. operations 
formed. The treatment was almost identical with 
that for hemorrhage, with the exception that 
epinephrin calcium chlorid was used, and that 
feeding was not begun until the end the third day, 
except for small amounts beef juice the end 
twenty-four thirty-six hours. The results were 
very satisfactory two cases, though one case 
was very difficult later bring about bowel action 
and reduce the immense distension the ab- 
domen. This was finally accomplished hot turpen- 
tine stupes the abdomen, turpentine mouth and 
per rectum, and small doses calomel. one fatal 
case death was due second perforation into the 
free peritoneal cavity high the small bowel the 
third day after the first perforation the iliac 
region. The autopsy showed that the first perforation 
under the above treatment had become completely 
walled off from the peritoneal cavity, and, although 
the perforation the cecum was large 25-cent 
piece, recovery would probably have followed except 
for the severity the infection and the second per- 
foration. observation these cases leads 
doubt the advisability surgical treatment, except 
perforation during convalescence. submit 
patient such profound state infection and col- 
lapse abdominal operation, and the manipula- 
tion and sewing thoroughly diseased bowel, 
seems questionable treatment, unless done im- 
mediately and under the most favorable circum- 
stances. peristalsis can promptly controlled, 
the hope recovery fairly good without operation, 
and the risks operation, particularly where the 
condition doubtful, are very great. 

Pneumonia, severe complication, was met five 
times, and patients were lost, although one had 
temperature from 104.5° 106° F., pulse 140 
uncountable, and respiration 80, for several 
days. The treatment was one stimulation, oiled 
silk jacket chest and oxygen inhalations. Particu- 
larly valuable controlling the cyanotic attacks was 
the inhalation turpentine fumes, from turpentine 
placed hot water. The ether and camphor was 
used freely hypodermically when needed, and the 
most desperate cases recovered finally, having taken 
over Zii each 10% camphorated oil and ether and 
oil within week’s time. The oxygen was found 
very valuable when intermittently administered. 
expectorants were used because the need all 
possible nourishment the patient and the fear 
digestive disturbance, although oil eucalyptus, 
tincture benzoin compound and oil white pine, 
aa, were vaporized the room constantly. 

conclusion, would say that the great thing 
the treatment typhoid case careful study 
the patient and his surroundings, all the evidences 
that can discover the reaction each organ 
the toxins damaging it, and most detailed and 
painstaking attempt help his system every way;

MYOCARDITIS, WITH SPECIAL REFER- 
ENCE DISORDERED METABOLISM.

recollection the physiological effects these 
baths will always guide the selection suitable 
cases well determining the line treatment 
adapted each individual. the temperature the 
bath from 10° below that the 
body, the first influence contraction the per- 
ipheral vessels, followed reaction and then dilata- 
tion, change that generally takes place during im- 
mersion, but which may delayed until the period 
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rest, when the patient has been removed from the 
bath. This associated with stronger but slower 
heart action, result the combined ef- 
fects, should have circulation through 
general, pulmonary, and portal systems.

will prove ineffectual unless the disorders alimenta- 
tion receive particular attention.

curials where none these conditions exist, records 
the relief from angina pain and precordial distress 
that has followed its use such cases have 
just reported, and although the laboratory has 
ploded many the theories which sought explain 
these results, the clinical fact still remains, and 
can only hope that some day the laboratory will 
able furnish with explanation. doubt 
much the improvement due increased ac- 
tivity the lymphatics and glandular system gen- 
erally, that exudates and toxins are rapidly ab- 
sorbed and excreted, the blood purified and the qual- 
ity the glandular secretions thus improved. When 
simply the alterative effects are desired cus- 
tom use the mercury -doses 
one-quarter grain three times daily for two days, 
and addition this saline aperient every other 
day, this mercurial salt such doses very often 
causes constipation; but when there edema 
dropsy then the squill digitalis and bluemass pill 
three times daily, one grain calomel five 
grains grey powder given with the same frequency, 
for several days, has been found more satisfac- 
tory. The selection any one the three first men- 
tioned preparations depends upon the tendency one 
the other produce gastric disturbance the 
patient. 

Where there distinct gouty tendency the 
part the patient the mercurial treatment should 
followed the administration colchicum 
moderate doses for three four weeks, but when car- 
diac distress associated with gouty attack, have 
not hesitated give the colchicum full doses from 
the start, and the same time use mercurial purge 
for three four days succession. 

not expected that all cases cardiac 
disturbance due faulty metabolism will cured 
soon the diet has been corrected and the toxins 
removed; unfortunately the majority cases the 
trouble has continued long that extensive struc- 
tural changes have taken place, and all can hope 
this account that earlier part the lec- 
ture careful scrutiny was urged all cases so- 
called functional disturbances the heart when there 
was any enlargement the liver disturbed diges- 
tion.

-The mere fact that there in- 
tolerance the average dose arsenic reason 
for discontinuing the drug; should, under such cir- 
cumstances, given infinitesimal doses, and con- 
tinued for considerable length time. 

hope that what has been said about the relation- 
ship between the foregoing cases and metabolism 
will not leave the impression your minds that 
attribute all myocardial changes disordered portal

The tendency experi- 
mental work indicate that the disease originates 
the nervous system, and that, result per- 
nicious nerve influence, the thyroid function pre- 
vented that there excessive, possibly 
abnormal secretion which responsible for the pro- 
duction the characteristic symptoms. Upon this 
supposition much attention has been given the pro- 
duction serum from animals whose thyroids have 
been removed; the results obtained from the injec- 
tion this preparation, while not sufficiently numer- 
ous establish its value therapeutic measure, 
are least encouraging warrant further 
investigation. 


Disease the supra-renal glands associated with 
very marked myocardial asthenism against which 
all the usual cardiac tonics are avail, and even 
the injection epinephrin solution has not yielded 
any. beneficial results, although its action cardiac 
and vaso-motor stimulant under other conditions

dependent upon disturbed renal function, and how far 
they are due other disturbance the human econ- 
disadvantage making any reference this subject 
such time the present, can only fairly 
discussed considering the whole subject uremia;

the belief that the cardio-vascular changes are not en- 
tirely secondary nephritis, but also due ac- 
companying vitiated metabolism, that seems hardly 
right pass the matter without mention, although 
must suffice for the present simply state some 
the reasons for such belief, and leave their dis- 
cussion some future occasion.

toxins have the present time been far from 
conclusive, the other hand, the progressive char- 
acter nephritis, the tendency relapses even 
under the most favorable conditions, the multiplicity 
exciting causes, such scarlet fever, alcoholism, 
gout, ete., all which frequently produce changes 
other tissues without any evidence the kidneys 
being affected, suggest the possibility that many 
the vascular changes found Bright’s disease, and 
usually described being secondary that lesion, 
are reality diseases produced the 
same toxins. know that gouty patients tend 
develop cardio-vascular changes, and that very large 
proportion them are free from nephritis; know 
that glandular structures may not only have impaired 
functional activity leading altered metabolism, but 
that their function sometimes very gravely per- 
verted, when the gastric mucous membrane has 
been found excrete urea, and therefore among all 
the perplexity and failure that has attended our ef- 
forts account for many the symptoms and 
changes associated with nephritis the ground 
retained normal excretion, should consider 
whether may not have begun the wrong end, 
and that while some symptoms may due defec- 
tive renal excretion, perfectly possible that 
others, including the nephritis itself, have common 
origin the metabolic processes the body. 


Croptan’s experiments (Med. Jour. Med. Se. Vol. 
upon rabbits led him his conclusions which 
point this direction. because found that frequent 
injections both xanthin and hypo-xanthin produced 
nephritis, and also high blood pressure; and one 
case where the injections were continued twice daily 
for six months the heart underwent considerable 
hypertrophy, while the blood vessels showed thicken- 
ing the intima, together with small cell infiltration 
the intima and adventitia. these substances 
are derivatives proteid metabolism they indicate 
the possibility that many the clinical symptoms 
nephritis present attributed disturbed renal 
function, and which has been impossible explain 
upon that basis, are reality conditions due 
common cause. Such pathology would put the treat- 
ment this variety myocarditis the same plane 
with that due lithemia, and really that where 
the clinician empirically has placed for many years; 
but the faint glimmer now seen scientific solution 
the problem entitles hope that the near 
future workers chemical physiology and patho- 
logy may furnish with knowledge that will en- 
able cope more successfully with disease 
against which our present efforts are little avail. 
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The third group heart cases decided con- 
sider was that which the myocardial disturbance 
seemed associated with the existence 
neoplasm some other part the body. While there 
are several conditions that might discussed under 
this head, attention will directed one only, 
fibroid tumors the uterus. The relationship 
tween these two conditions not understood, al- 
though many theories have been advanced way 
explanation; but what even more unfortunate 
the fact that the relationship not generally recog- 
nized, and cases fatal termination, when 
early operation might have restored the patient 
perfect health. should like read the abstracts 
two cases illustration the conditions which 
reference made. 

Case A—Patient at the age of 25 years, unmarried, began 
feel weak, and had attacks syncope. The pulse 
eardiac sounds were wenk, but otherwise the heart ap- 
peared to be normal, it being impossible to detect any 
change in the area of duliness or in the valvular ap- 
paratus, These attacks of weakness would sometimes 
last for several days, so that the patient wes unable to 
follow her usual vocation, but had to spend her time in 
bed. Generally a course of arsenic and strychnin built 
her that she could resume her duties, but would 
be long before she was again incapacitated. About the 
same time she began to suffer from painful menstrua- 
tion, and this became so severe that ultimately an ex- 
amination was made, which revealed the presence 
small fibroid about the size of a walnut; but as she never 
suffered from excessive menstruation nor hemorrhage be- 
tween the periods, no importance was attached to it as 
bearing upon her extreme cardiac asthenia. After two 
years the tumor began grow very and caused 
such pain that the patient decided to have the uterus 
removed. When I saw her about two months later, and 
was congratulating her upon her recovery, she “Do 
you know. doctor. my heart has not troubled me since 
the operation.”” It is now nearly three years since the 
fibroids were removed, and the patient enjoys sood 
health. I met her a few days ago. and in response to my

There are several other cases that could men- 
tion, but the histories are too imperfect value 
statistics, and the above will serve for purposes 
illustrating, not necessary rehearse them.

ologic lesions. Personal ocular inspection affected 
organs often the more rational, not the only sat- 
isfactory method investigation; and, have said 
many times, prepared advise and make 
diagnostic incision whenever symptoms, significant 
and intractable, suggest the presence lesions that 
may amenable operative interference.”

from the standpoint mortality and results, 
make good the patient and his medical atten- 
dant our pre-operative assurances? Putting more 
concisely, does the artificial visceral arrangement 
and relation, contemplated gastro-enterostomy, 
meet the requirements for which was devised? 
Are warranted the assumption that the opera- 
tion uniformly safe, and that the digestive function 
under the new régime will maintained perma- 
nently, without discomfort the patient? 

This record personal experience, together with 
careful analysis twelve posterior gastro-jejunos- 
tomies, will aid somewhat our efforts meet some 
the foregoing requirements. least shall 
throw little light upon many the perplexing 
problems that arise the conduct these cases. 
terminable, are not comparable with the achieve- 
ments men broader experience, must re- 
membered that “the winds and waves are always 
the side the ablest navigators.” 

the literature every language are found 
many exhaustive treatises setting forth the etiology, 
pathology and symptomatology benign stomach 
lesions, and have studiously eliminated from this 
report any formal review what has been stereo- 
typed, and with which the average physician sup- 
posedly familiar. These observations and the work 
herein described are based upon few generally ac- 
cepted facts which may outlined.

This plan has been carried out without 
exception this series; hence have omitted dis- 
cussion the merits and demerits the claims 
made for attack directly upon the pylorus, the 
Heinecke-Mikulicz Finney operations. 


ulcer the stomach du- 
odenum, except few exaggerated cases, need not 
looked for nor excised, repair being effected 
diverting the stomach contents from its usual 
channel, 


from surgical shock 
after gastro-enterostomy, early persistent vomiting 
constitutes the most serious obstacle 
rupted recovery. This manifestation strongly sug- 
gests the occurrence the so-called “vicious circle,” 
with all its wretched consequences. The condition 
brought about the entrance stomach con- 
tents into the proximal portion the jejunum, there- 
establishing reverse current through the du- 
odenum and pylorus. transit the volume this 
material augmented and its character altered 
the addition biliary and pancreatic fluids. The 
presence this combination resented 
stomach, and obstinate vomiting the result. 


Method Anastomosis.—Personally have never 
been impressed with the great value the McGraw 
elastic ligature, the Murphy button any other 
the so-called mechanical contrivances for bowel 
anastomosis, and for this particular purpose there 
are the very best reasons why simple suture 
superior every respect. The objection the Mc- 
Graw ligature lies the fact that the establishment 
the anastomotic opening necessarily delayed for 
several days after the initial procedure. The pres- 
ence metallic body the dimensions contem- 
plated the button certainly adds something the 
inherent risk, and has been wisely said Moyni- 
han, will occasion now and then fatality which 
otherwise need not have been. Again, the highest 
probability success after gastro-enterostomy de- 
pends upon immediate and thorough drainage the 
stomach. This cannot effected with high degree 
assurance through the narrow lumen button. 
Hence possible that considerable amount 
bloody mucus may retained within the stomach 
for indefinite period, seriously menacing the com- 
fort, and possibly the life, the patient. Another 
objection the use the button lies the fact that 
the dimensions the anastomotic opening are lim- 
ited and narrow compared with the possibilities 
the simple suture. The claim those who advocate 
the button, that can applied far more quickly 
than the simple suture, seems not have any 
foundation fact. 

The abdominal incision may made either 
little the left the median line. The stomach 
and pylorus should carefully inspected, deter- 
mine dimensions, degree dilatation and existence 
adhesions. Great care should exercised 
locating the exact point anastomosis. The point 
election the fundus the posterior wall and 
remote from the pylorus near the greater curvature. 
overlook the fact that the pylorus lies close 
the median line, the tendency will make the 
anastomotic opening much nearer the pylorus than 
intended. The transverse colon and omentum are 
drawn upward and the transverse meso-colon di- 
vided point free from large blood vessels. This 
incision should tolerably liberal. Through this 
opening the posterior stomach wall, the point 
above noted, grasped with pair forceps and 
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drawn through the slit the meso-colon until 
forms cone liberal dimensions. The base 
this cone then sutured with silk the pillars 
the meso-colon. The base the cone clasped be- 
tween the blades Doyen clamp. The jejunum 
picked emerges below Treitz ligament the 
root the transverse colon the left the spine. 
The proximal end the jejunum thus definitely 
located, and portion eight ten inches below 
Treitz ligament selected for anastomosis. This 
isolated engaging both distal and proximal limbs 
second clamp. The jejunum then placed 
with the isolated portion the stomach and 
attached the stomach wall row continuous 
silk Lembert sutures about three inches length. 
Both ends this suture are left free and held 
clamps. The serosa and muscular coats the stom- 
ach and jejunum are divided parallel incisions 
three-sixteenths inch either side the 
suture line. The underlying mucous membrane 
uncovered dissecting off the divided layers until 
the lips the incision are nearly half inch apart. 
The exposed mucous membrane removed, leaving 
the exposed borders free from redundant mucous 
tissue. second row continuous through-and- 
through silk sutures begun one end the in- 
cision joining the cut edges stomach and jejunum. 
The distal end this suture also left free and 
clamped. carried entirely around incision, join- 
ing first the edges adjacent the original suture 
line and finally made unite the opposite edges 
and complete the junction the two viscera. The 
two ends this suture are then carefully tied and 
short. The first suture, still armed, then 
picked and made unite the visceral 
parallel the anastomosis, and the two ends are 
finally tied and cut short. the incision the 
visceral walls, blood vessels considerable size 
will now and then divided, and should care- 
fully ligated with silk. mistake depend 
upon their constriction compression the an- 
astomosing suture. 

Two further steps for the avoidance the vicious 
circle are now regarded essential the comple- 
tion this operation. First, the making second 
anastomosis between the two limbs the jejunum 
point about two and half inches below the 
stomach anastomosis. This accomplished re- 
peating the procedure above described. The second 
contemplates constriction and partial closure the 
proximal segment the jejunum lying between the 
two anastomoses. This accomplished two 
overlying rows matress Lembert sutures ad- 
justed infold and occlude this part the bowel. 
this means the stomach contents into 
the proximal segment the jejunum made im- 
possible. The perfect reliance which placed upon 
the gastro-anastomosis clearly evidenced the 
fact that within six hours after operation, the pres- 
ence vomiting, have frequently irrigated the 
stomach with the requisite amount water in- 
sure perfect cleansing. 

The advantages posterior over anterior gastro- 
enterostomy are clearly apparent great majority 
cases, and for the following reasons: The posterior 
method leaves the jejunum and stomach more 
nearly the normal relation. Anterior gastro-enter- 
ostomy places the jejunum such position 
drag the anterior stomach wall downward, causing 
pressure upon the transverse colon and frequently 
sense tugging the point anastomosis. 
has been noted also that extensive adhesions be- 
tween the omentum and the viscera are more liable 
follow this procedure. 

Clinical Histories: Case 1.—Mrs. 42. 
Maximum weight, 118 pounds. Present weight, 96% 
pounds. Has been invalid for five years, suffering from 
uterine myoma and gastric disturbances. During this 
period has had gia gastric hemorrhages. manifest in 
vomitus and stools. radually became emaciated, lost 
strength and drifted ee chronic invalidism. Underwent 


hysterectomy June 20th, 1908, from which she made a 
quick recovery without relief to stomach symptoms, From 
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this time on there was anorexia, frequent vomiting, pain 
and tenderness epigastrium, evidences pyloric in- 
sufficiency, gastric dilatation. Four months after hyster- 
ectomy she returned and gastro- 
enterostomy, from which she made a quick and uninter- 
rupted recovery. Subsequent history: Appetite invariably 
good, has resumed activities, has partially regained nor- 
mal weight, and perfectly satisfied with result 
Case Had definite history gastric ulcer 

eighteen years ago, and has always been partially in- 
valided since that time. 189% underwent hysterectomy 
for uterine fibroids by another surgeon. Her appendix 
was removed 1900 myself. three years prior 
to 1903 suffered intensely from dilatation of the stomach, 
fermentation, pyloric insufficiency Thete was distinct 
pain at epigastrium, marked anorexia, This patient can 
be classified as belonging to the neurotic type, and suf- 
fered from general neurasthenia. Prior to operation she 
was bedridden; weight 76 pounds; case regarded as hope- 
less by two able medical authorities. Without predicat- 
ing any very definite opinion as to its value, I offered 
gastro-enterostomy as a possible relief. This was dotie 
November 10th, 1903. Recovery from operation was slow; 
gastric circulation was resumed only after a period of 
two three weeks. Later, under the care com- 
petent medical adviser, she improved somewhat. Six 
months after the operation she returned to her home 
Present condition: Is now able to be about. Lives a fairly 
comfortable life; has resumed her activities in a restricted 
way: walks a little, and drives occasionally. She is about 
ten pounds heavier than at time of operation. While th 
result cannot be regarded as satisfactory, I believe her 
life has been prolonged and her comfort markedly in- 
creased thereby. 


Case 3.—Mrs. A. M. J. Age 35. Gastric symptoms for 
over two years, acute epigastric pain, evidences of pyloric 
obstruction, frequent vomiting, blood in vomitus an 
stools frequently. Hemorrhage, sometimes profuse and 
frequently attended with severe pain and chill Condi- 
tion became more and more pronounced. Occasionally 
was jaundiced, and attention had been called to possible 
gall bladder disease. In past six months has lost 49 
pounds. Present weight. 125 pounds. Gastro-enterostomy 
was done January ist, 1964, and simultaneously cholecys- 
tectomy infected bladder containing 
large stone. Recovery was prompt and uninterrupted. 
Present condition as reported in person: Resumed duties 
as a business woman shortly after operation. and with 
one two slight upsets her condition has been perfectly 
satisfactory. Eats with relish for the first time in several 
years. Present weight 162 pounds. 

Cook. About six years ago suffered from pronounced 
gastric disturbance, pain. occasional vomiting. which has 
increased in frequency. Has been under the care of many 
physicians, who have in turn succeeded im securing 
latency of trouble. Frequent relapses have occurred. 
There was occasional hemorrhage from the stomach. and 
tarry stools. For the past year has been able to work 
but a small portion of time. She had become anemic, 
and evidences of pyloric obstruction were manifest. Op- 
eration was done February 1, 1964. For the first week 
there was persistent biliary vomiti 
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lishment of the gastro-intestinal circ culation. ‘From this 
time on there was marked improvement. She yesumesd 
work at the end of three mo nths. 
Appetite ravenous, digestion excellent. is gaining weight 
rapidly, and is perfectly satisfied.

7.—Mrs. Age 50. For past five years 
has complained gastric disturbances, fermentation, 
vomiting, pyloric tmsufficiency, exaggerated dilatation, 
pain at epigastrium, and classical evidences of frequent 
hemorrhages. There is extreme emaciation and loss of 
bedridden and hopeless. Operation May 19, 
1904. Pylorus and duodenum ereatly thickened and fixed 
by adhesions. Recovery was prompt without interruption, 
and she left the hospital on the seventeenth day in an 
ideal condition. At present her appetite is ravenous; says 
she cannot get enough to eat. Has gained 27% pounds. 

Case Age 34. Previous history 
owing speak For some time has 
been under care Dr. Kerr City and County Hospital, 
by whom he was referred to my service. Symptoms point 
definitely old gastric ulcer. Epigastric pain, vomiting, 
pyloric obstruction, dilatation, gastric hemorrhages. Op- 
eration June 1904. after operation 
intestinal circulation was re-established. At the same 
time there was a development of acute tuberculosis in- 
volving both lungs, from which the patient died at the 
end of one month. 

Case Age 25. nurse. For two and 
a half years has suffered from typical recurrent attacks 
of appendicitis associated with the usual symptoms of 
gastric ulcer; pain, pyloric obstruction, dilatation, occa- 
sional gastric hemorrhages, total loss of appetite, inability 
to take other than liquid food, frequent vomiting, fer- 
mentation. Has abandoned work, and is completely in- 
valided. Operation July 1, 1904. Appendectomy and pos- 
terior gastro-enterostomy. Immediately succeeding op- 
eration there was an advent of vicious circle. Biliary 
vomiting of the most pernicious type. Patient nourished 
by rectal alimentation for twenty days. Then secondary 
enterostomy for relief of vicious circle, followed by prompt 
recovery, immediate re-establishment of gastro-intestinal 
circulation, resumption of appetite. Present condition: 
Patient eats ravenously; in past two weeks has gained six 
pounds, and from the psychic standpoint has undergone 
complete transformation. Bats miscellaneous diet with- 
out restriction. 


Case Age 40. rather stout person. 
Was well until about two years ago, when she suffered 
from distressing symptoms located at epigastrium. There 
was pain, vomiting, slight jaundice, gastric fermentation 
and loss of appetite. A year later, after an interval of 
comparative comfort, there was a recurrence of the 
trouble, with intensified symptoms, also marked prostra- 
tion. Pain and vomiting more persistent. Since that time 
has had recurrences every five or six weeks. Has fre- 
quently vomited coffee-ground material. associated with 
tarry stools. About three months ago, during one of her 
attacks, became noticeably jaundiced, icterus disappear- 
ing with subsidence pain. Since that time there has 
been pain after indiscretions in diet, always attended with 
vomiting. For the past three weeks has been constantly 
in bed, and icterus, pain, nausea, vomiting and constipa- 
tion have been constant symptoms. Has vomited blood 
several times. She is greatly prostrated. Complains of 
extreme tenderness on pressure over gall bladder and 
Stomach dilated. retained nothing 
but liquid food for many weeks, and liquid food frequently 
provokes vomiting. Diagnosis: Gall stones, associated 
with chronic hemorrhagic gastric ulcers and pyloric 
stenosis. Operation August 1904. Gall bladder was 
opened and several stones were removed. Drainage pro- 
vided for. Posterior gastro-enterostomy by the usual 
method was effected. After operation, did not suffer from 
sepsis, but developed the vicious circle immediately. At 
the end of ten days, her condition being alarming, entero- 
enterostomy was done for relief of vicious circle. Patient 
died from shock five hours later. 

Case Age 26. For the past four years 
has suffered from recurrent appendicitis and floating right 
kidney and gastric symptoms. There has been constant 
sense of distress in stomach. associated with loss of appe- 
tite, gradual emaciation. fermentation, pain at epigastrium 
and general neurasthenia. Three months ago I removed 
the appendix and sutured right kidney. Recovery from 
these operations was prompt. but epigastric symptoms 
persisted. Exntire loss of appetite; could not digest solid 
food. and ingested but little liquid food. Condition be- 
came absolutely miserable. On the 5th of August, 1904, 
posterior gastro-enterostomy was done. Immediately after 
operation there was advent of vicious circle, which per- 
sisted without interruption for fourteen days. On August 
18th entero-enterostomy was done for relief of vicious 
circle. Following second operation there was immediate 
and complete cessation of vomiting. Gastro-intestinal 
circulation rapidly established. September 15. 1904—At 
the present time her appetite is ravenous. She eats three 
full meals of solid food a day. During past week has 
gained two pounds. Is able to sit up the entire day, and 
expresses herself as perfectly comfortable. 

Case 12—Mr. P. R. Age 45. Always well until twelve 
years ago, when he suffered from persistent epigastric 
pain, frequent vomiting, gastric hemorrhage. Since that 
time has had occasional recurrences. Two years ago had 
a violent seizure. and was very ill. Symptoms as before. 
Present history: anorexia; has eaten solid 
food for several months. Gastric motility almost absent. 
Liquid food passes pylorus very slowly. Marked dilata- 
tion. Great tenderness at epigastrium; vomits frequently. 
Operation 16, 1904, Simultaneous 
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anastomosis and enterostomy. Rapid recovery from op- 
eration; immediate re-establishment of gastro-intestinal 
cireulation. No vomiting; resumption of appetite; ingests 
semi-solid food liberally, and the present time his con- 
dition is eminently satisfactory. The degree of comfort 
succeeding operation in this case fully justified the added 
procedure of entero-enterostomy. September 15, 1904— 
Gained three and half pounds the last week. Sits 
daily. Appetite ravenous. solid food without dis- 
comfort. Entire aspect of patient has changed, and he 
is perfectly satisfied with result. 


Deaths.—Of the twelve cases, three patients died 
under the following circumstances: Case lived fif- 
teen days, suffering from occasiona! vomiting, dis- 
tressing cough and hectic. Autopsy showed large 
pulmonary cavity long standing. The anastomosis 
was anatomically perfect, but the open- 
ing was located much nearer the pylorus than was 
contemplated, and the stomach circulation was not 
maintained with high degree efficiency. Despite 
the pulmonary involvement, said that this 
patient’s life could probably have been prolonged 
had the procedure been accomplished accordance 
with the usual requirements. 

Case 8—Gastric circulation re-established 
promptly. About ten days later developed evi- 
dences acute double pulmonary tuberculosis, from 
which gradually sank, and died August 19th, 
nearly two months after operation. Autopsy: Both 
lungs involved tubercular process, and contained 
large cavities. Anastomosis anatomically sound. 
opening fairly well located but nearer 
the pylorus than had been contemplated. Gastric 
had been well maintained, but violent 
coughing was attended occasional vomiting. 


Case patient underwent gastro-enteros- 
tomy and cholecystectomy simultaneously. The pa- 
tient rallied promptly, and, despite the gall bladder 
interference, never suffered from sepsis. There was, 
however, immediate establishment vicious circle, 
accompanied incessant biliary vomiting, for the 
following ten days. that time enterostomy was 
attempted escape from conditions present. 
During this operation the peritoneal cavity was 
found free from sepsis, the previous anasto- 
mosis was anatomically perfect, and the second op- 
eration was quickly completed. The patient, how- 
ever, never rallied, and died six hours later from 
shock. The lesson drawn from this case may 
stated follows: The first attempt should have been 
for combined gastro and entero-enterostomy. 
the nine surviving patients, the results eight, 


far the present time determinable, are 


factory. The present condition the remaining 
patient one marked improvement, although the 
result not altogether satisfactory. 

Vicious vomiting has followed 
five operations this series. two instances there 
was spontaneous recovery after period three and 
four weeks respectively. three instances there 
was resort secondary entero-anastomosis after 
interval nineteen, ten and fourteen days. Two 
recovered promptly, and one died. the last case 
the series double simultaneous anastomosis pre- 
vented completely the advent the vicious circle. 
From this clearly evident that radical measures 
for the prevention this complication should in- 
stituted during the initial undertaking. 

Time Occupied gastro 
and entero-anastomoses were done twelve pa- 
tients. statement time occupied each case 
matter some interest. The gastro-anas- 
tomoses were accomplished ten cases, follows: 
17, 21, 16, 14, 14, 18, 12, 18, and minutes. The 
four entero-anastomoses were completed 11, 12, 
and minutes. The average time for the first class 
was 16.8 minutes. The average time for the second 
class was minutes. With increased experience 
and perfected technic believe that the average 
time can reduced fifteen and ten 
spectively.

Posture the Treatment Disease. 


Dr. Cooper stated that patients frequently 
assume attitudes which are more less beneficial 
themselves; for example, when inflamed 
joint immobilized reflex muscular contraction, 
when more volitional process, the chin-in-hand 
attitude assumed diseases the cervical ver- 
tebre. other cases, ignorance the nature 
his disease does not permit the patient reason 
out what would the most advantageous posture 
assume, and these cases the physician should pre- 
scribe the attitude. 

The value low position the head the 
treatment the syncope caused cerebral anaemia 
universally recognized. also seems logical, and 
has apparently been beneficial employ similar 
inverted posture treating more chronic conditions 
cerebral g., the anaemic insomnia 
aortic regurgitation. Conversely relatively erect 
position advantageous the treatment con- 
gestive headaches, such may occur the early 
stages cerebral inflammations, and the treatment 
the sleeplessness due cerebral hyperaemia. Pos- 
sibly also, the nocturnal headaches many syphilitics 
and the nocturnal attacks epilepsy are some meas- 
ure due the relative congestion the brain, occa- 
sioned lying posture. Possibly also, may able 
influence the spread inflammatory processes the 
spinal meninges and the spinal cord elevating 
the foot the head the patient, and this man- 
ner may able protect important structures 
from involvement the disease. 

The erect sitting posture assumed patients with 
severe cardiac affections, probably direct ad- 
vantage them, and should tried more often 
the earlier stages the disease. Frequently 
can shown that the heart rate becomes slower 
this position. The tracheal symptoms aortic 
aneurysm may relieved having the patient lie 
face downward with pillow under his chest, below 
the seat the aneurysm. pleurisy and pneumonia 
possible that the erect posture would tend pre- 
vent the spread the disease upward. 

The nocturnal frequency gall-stone colics may 
due the fact that when the patient lying 
his back the mouth the gall bladder lower 
level than the fundus. Attacks gall-stone colic 
have been aborted having the patient assume the 
knee-chest position, thus favoring the falling back 
stones from the neck into the fundus the gall 
bladder. Possibly also renal colic could thus 
aborted the foot the bed were elevated and the 
patient lay the affected side. right lateral posi- 
tion appendicitis would tend localize the in- 
flammatory process comparatively favorable lo- 
cality. right lateral should 
tried the treatment dilatation the stomach 
for this posture would aid emptying the organ. 

Dr. Rixford referred case described Macewen 
where the patient said that could not lie down. 
suddenly, and autopsy clot was found the 
brain which had slipped down the recumbent pos- 
ture and caused death. The relief afforded the 
sitting posture cardiac disease probably due 
the fact that when the patient lies down, the ab- 
dominal contents press upon the overworked heart.

Other important diagnostic 
points are the tenderness and the pain slight 
rocking movement the joint. The shortening the 
extremity which occurred the cases the children 
operated upon was perhaps caused injury the 
line. 
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Dr. Sherman stated that early operation cases 
fracture the neck the femur was not justified. 
The fracture not usually the epiphyseal line 
that should not interfere with the growth the 
bone.

History: This thirteen-year-old boy had all the 
symptoms hydrocephalus. The following history 
obtained from father: birth his head was very 
large, but not large interfere with labor 
suggest water the brain. was exceptionally 
bright until four years old, could talk well any 
child his years. was very sensible and would 
after his younger brother, two years age, like 
grown person. was accustomed driving out 
cart with his father, and delighted taking the 
lines and driving the horse. was also the 
habit running and playing with other children 
the neighborhood, and everybody who saw him would 
remark concerning his large head; but his body was 
also large and strong and was always cheerful 
and good-natured and never rolled his head 
does now. When about years old had spasms, 
from day, for about six months. wasted 
away mere skeleton; then the spasms stopped 
and his mother noticed could not see. She thinks 
lost his sight one-half hour. got stout and 
strong again gradually, but although tried, 
never could sing his old songs again. apparently 
forgot how talk and has never been able learn 
anything since. 

speaking hydrocephalus, the doctor said 
part: The acute form this disease was regarded 
Prof. Alonzo Clark New York, 1866, synony- 
mous with tubercular meningitis, although would 
not admit that the granular matter found post- 
mortem the latter was tubercular character. 
Chronic hydrocephalus may congenital ac- 
quired; when the latter, simply the result 
acute hydrocephalus. rather dropsy than 
inflammation, but the causes this condition are not 
definitely known. The effusion may external 
internal, both; internal when found the ventri- 
cles, external when found either the subdural 
subarachnoid space.

Dr. Nagel presented case amblyopia 
from wood alcohol poisoning and said: Maybe some 
you have noticed report Dr. Casey Wood 
serious results following injestion wood alcohol. 
brief presentation this case mine will show 
the importance the subject. The affection, ambly- 
opia, undoubtedly peripheral one, not central 
origin. Whether the retinal ganglian cells are pri- 
argument. With regard this case will confine 
myself the chief data relative the eye symptoms. 
The history follows: About three years ago 
partook for six days small quantities wood 
alcohol once twice daily, and after that one evening 
partook fifteen ounces alcohol. Immediately 
after that fell dead stupor. the middle 
the night awoke and got get some water. 
lighted match but found that could not see it, 
lighted paper, which could not see either. 
went sleep again and the morning could see 
well ever. About the vision got bad 
again and towards evening once more was com- 
pletely blind. This recurrent blindness feature 
these cases. During the second attack remained 
blind for five days. After that improved slowly, 
but about two months later the vision failed again. 
continued with these varying ups and downs, 
the whole going down most the time. About March 
saw him and then presented undoubted evidence 
glaucoma and did double iridectomy, which im- 
proved the fields. Since then has been going down 
hill. course there nothing seen except 
through the ophthalmoscope.

Dr. Kreutzman said: The most difficult part 
these experience, the diagnosis.

tumor. The cyst had ruptured, course. That 
cyst was taking that woman New York, and she 
had been patient should have removed that tu- 
mor. Age has much with the prognosis these 
cases. Another thing the variety and character 
shown the microscope, and until out one can- 
not tell much about it. There was one case young 
woman just under 40. The tumor was discovered 
masseuse, was larger than very small 
lemon, the outer and upper quadrant the breast, 
movable and smooth surface, and took 
cyst. The woman came for operation. made 
incision quite superficially. was plainly ma- 
lignant. did the Halstead operation, did not remove 
the pectoralis minor but did remove the major. That 
woman had recurrence inside six months. 


Dr. Blummer said, reply question the 
advisability making section and microscopical ex- 
amination the time operation: During the year 
that worked with Dr. Halstead saw him operate 
good many patients, and many times frozen 
section was made and went with the operation 
within fifteen twenty minutes. have never 
known him allow twenty-four hours intervene. 
far know there were bad results from that 
procedure. 


Dr. Wemple said: have had little experience 
with breast amputations and results are about 
satisfactory stated the gentlemen who have 
read these papers. 1888 removed large carci- 
noma the left breast involving the entire gland 
and portion the ribs beneath. removed this 
not with the idea that would not return, but with 
the idea that would give the woman relief from the 
pain, which was excessive. chiseled out portion 
some the ribs; others resected leaving the peri- 
cardium perfect view, closing the wound over with 
skin, drawing over very carefully. hoped that 
she might live. four weeks she was well. the 
fifth week she developed pneumonia and nearly died. 
She now, however, still living Los Gatos and 
perfectly well. was carcinoma. The specimen 
was carefully examined and there was doubt 
the malignancy. With other cases, have had two 
recurrences within one year after operation. Since 
1888 have only had about five cases altogether. 
have not traced them recently but know two who 
are not dead. 


Dr. Wakefield said: For the last eight years 
have made rule make incision under local 
anesthetic and remove piece the tumor for ex- 
amination. have not been able get reports 
immediately and have invariably made the examina- 
tions and waited sufficient number hours, ten 
twenty-four hours. The patient has been the 
hospital, has been put back bed and ready for 
operation any time. soon got the report 
performed the operation, radical malignant. 
that way have saved several breasts which other- 
wise would have been sacrificed. unable 
differentiate vast number these cases between 
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the malignant and the non-malignant. large amount 
histological investigation has shown that great 
many these tumors are not malignant. have re- 
cently seen one our prominent surgeons remove 
the breast from two patients, afterwards proved 
simply fibroid adenomas. have seen bad results 
from this procedure. 


Dr. Huntington said: object presenting this 
paper to-night was two-fold. First, add little 
something the literature this subject which 
would some avail other men doing similar 
work; secondly, emphasize the fact that must 
not too encouraged the reports coming 
from such masters Halstead and others. can- 
not hope the present time attain these 
cannot any time until the average medical 
practitioner, the practical clinical worker, realizes 
what early metastases mean, and their entire signifi- 
cance. With regard early exploratory incision, 
think are coming gradually explore all breasts 
some way another. may done under 
general local anesthetic, may done while 
the patient awaiting the operation. 


Dr. Rixford said: also had case excised 
the breast without the radical operation. When the 
tissue was examined showed that was carcinoma. 
then did the radical operation after four five 
days. That case was the worst with regard 
metastases. most careful examination not 
possible some cases make diagnosis. not 
necessary make your diagnosis the first time you 
see the patient. great deal wiser and you 
meet with the least resistence from the patient you 
not rush it. not tell the patient that the 
thing has operated immediately. watch 
and study over it, and then make the diagnosis and 
that time the patient not such mental 
condition that she will not have the operation, 
remember one case which there was very evident 
carcinoma the breast where took the opposite 
stand and insisted upon early operation and the pa- 
tient disappeared. The husband came few days 
later saying that his wife was going have treatment 
from old Indian woman who could cure such things. 
wanted present and see that the Indian 
woman did not any harm. declined the privilege. 
Four months from that time patient returned 
me. There was great hole the breast and row 
little tumors all about Large tumor the axilla. 
still thought there was chance save the woman 
and did radical operation. That was twenty-one 
months ago and the patient has had recurrence. 
With regard closing the wounds custom 
remove wide area skin. often easy 
close wide defect means the other breast. 
Richardson Boston says that the opposite breast 
ean lifted through the same incision several 
inches which will relieve the tension the flaps. 
You can close the wound even though you remove 
very large area skin. Skin grafting very 
satisfactory way closing the wound. With regard 
the dressing these cases afterward. They should 
dressed most comfortably. Patients dislike 
have their arms bound down, and dangerous also 
the flaps. tight dressing these very thin flaps 
necrosis. put comparatively small 
dressing with binder running around the outside. 


Dr. Gardner presented come clinical notes 
“An Unusual Infection the Bones the Foot.” 

Dr. Gardner said: wish show the specimen 
this case one unusual interest, especially 
California physicians. formal report will appear 
some later time, are doing some work that 
will take considerable time and not wish 
report the case formally until this work completed.

The patient, H., Swedish, born Daso, Minn., 
November 14, 1872; came California 1895, worked 
ranch for four years Newman; began working 
for the Southern Pacific Company pumping station 
Mendota engine wiper 1899, which vocation 
has followed the time the present illness. 
Mother died cancer. Father still living. Had never 
been ill before present onset sickness. Four years 
ago jumped from the tender engine, sprain- 
ing and bruising the right foot, slightly, causing 
some pain; his foot gradually became swollen and 
painful and the end two months had give 
work and was laid forty-two days, during which 
time abscess developed the dorsum the foot 
and opened two places, which subsequently healed. 
was treated Dr. Armstead Newman. the 
end forty-two days resumed work with his foot 
still slightly swollen and painful; has remained 
the present illness. Patient stated that 
during this time (nearly four years) increased use 
foot would cause increased amount swelling and 
pain and stiffness. 

The patient medium size; fairly well nour- 
ished; face having peculiar livid pallor cachexia. 
All internal organs apparently normal; enlarge- 
ment lymphatic glands; right foot greatly swollen, 
but not discolored; there were two cicatrices the 
dorsum the foot, one between the first and second 
metatarsal bones near the toes and one over the 
middle the fourth metatarsal bone; palpation 
the swelling was very hard and tense; ankle joint not 
involved; any attempt movement tarsometatarsal 
articulation caused pain; areas softening 
fluctuation present. 

Blood count showed polymorph. nucleated, 65%; 
polymorph. eosin, 4%; small lymphocytes, 25%; large 
lymphocytes, 6%; number red corpuscles, 4,090,- 
000; number white corpuscles, 8,000; hemoglobin, 


The patient came the Hospital April 5th 
and was put bed and foot elevated; the fourth 
day the foot was immobilized plaster cast; 
the twelfth day the swelling was reduced that the 
cast was loose and had renewed. There was still 
some swelling but very little pain and the patient in- 
sisted going home; left the hospital, but re- 
turned the same day with the foot badly swollen and 
painful. was put bed and another cast applied. 
This cast was removed the end week and the 
foot was found swollen and edematous with 
small fluctuating area over the fourth metatarsal 
bone. May ist the abscess was freely opened and 
considerable necrosed bone and pale granulation 
tissue was removed and sent Dr. Halton. Cultures 
were also made from the wound; counter opening 
was made secure good drainage and the patient 
returned his bed: After the operation the wound 
apparently was doing well for time, and the patient 
likewise, but slight evening rise temperature 
persisted and the lymphatic glands the right groin 
suddenly became enlarged. 


finally got the patient’s consent June 7th 
have the foot amputated, which was done June 9th. 
the same time the enlarged inguinal glands were 
removed. Patient made uneventful recovery; 
gained twenty pounds before the hospital 
July 1904. letter received from him November 
ist states has gained ten pounds since leaving the 
the hospital and that his general health good. 


Dr. Halton said: The lesion found this case re- 
sembles very closely tubercular ostitis the bones 
the foot. Every bone the foot involved, ex- 
cept the phalanges, and many them are entirely 
spongy. Both the tibia and fibula also show small 
lesions. microscopical examination the 
appearances are almost exactly those seen tuber- 
cular lesions. The granulation tissue contains many 
larger and smaller tubercles composed epithelioid 
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cells and lymphacytes, and showing caseous centers. 
Many large giant cells the Langerhan’s type are 
seen and about the tubercles. These often contain 
the parasite their bodies. The bone shows rari- 
fying ostitis with tubercles the narrow spaces 
similar every way those found the granulation 
tissue, 


the tissues the parasite similar that first 
described Wernicke 1892; and that described 
Rixford and Gilchrist their cases so-called 
infection,” appearing the Johns Hopkins 
Hospital Reports for 1896. The parasite has coccidia- 
like appearance, being about five twenty-five mi- 
crons diameter. circular shape, having 
granular protoplasmic center surrounded double 
capsule enclosing clear refractive substance, which 
gives the parasite its peculiar characteristic double- 
contoured appearance. Reproduction apparently 
out endogenous sporulation. Capsules can 
found containing small refractile bodies which are 
apparently spores. Other capsules can seen con- 
taining number the young organisms. The in- 
termediate steps between the spores and young organ- 
isms can traced, though not very well our 
specimen contains very few sporulating forms; 
but cases which sporulating forms were plentiful, 
every step the transition has been traced other 
observers. 


much for the parasite appears the 
tissues. culture media the appearance very 
different. culture tubes find mould similar 
that described Dr. Ophiils. Dr. Ophiils first 
discovered and demonstrated some very interest- 
ing experiments that this parasite has double life 
history, the tissues appearing coccidia-like 
parasite, culture media having the form mould. 
injected guinea pigs with pure culture the 
mould, and autopsy found only the coccidia-like 
parasite the tissues. This experiment was re- 
peated through several generations the parasite. 
far tuberculosis concerned, cannot posi- 
tively exclude that. possible that our case 
one tubercular infection with added secondary 
infection with the coccidia-like parasite. Numbers 
sections from our case have been stained and ex- 
amined for the tubercle bacilli without finding any. 
The glands which Dr. Gardner spoke having re- 
moved from the groin, apparently did not contain any 
the parasites, Pieces taken from the flesh 
gland were incubated culture with 
out the development any 
scopically the glands showed acute adenitis 
with hyperemia, hyperplasia the gland, and 
Cultures from the foot made this time showed the 
presence staphylococcus albus, besides the mould, 
and are inclined regard the condition the 
glands due septic absorption. 


Dr. Ophiils said: may should like say 
few words this very interesting subject. seems 
that this affection almost entirely limited 
California. There only one case reported 
literature outside California and that one occurred 
Buenos Ayres the Argentine Republic. Lately 
similar case seems have been observed Boston. 
All cases except these, far known, have had 
their origin California, and most them the San 
Joaquin Valley. far the parasite concerned, 
was Dr. Halton has said, first regarded 
certainly resembles protozoa its 
development the tissues far propogates 
endosporulation. is, however, well known that 
this form development also occurs certain fungi, 
especially yeasts. 1900 had opportunity 
through the great courtesy Dr. Moffitt examine 
the organs one these cases the City and 
County Hospital. The case was then thought 
one chronic glanders, which diagnosis the time 
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seemed very probable view the macroscopical 
lesions. microscopic examination, however, 
found due this form infection. that 
time Dr. Moffitt and Dr. Ash made cultures from the 
lesions and found them peculiar mold which 
they believed have some relation the parasite 
that had seen the specimens from the tissues. 
the time was not very much inclined this view 
account theoretical considerations, which 
must acknowledge misled the beginning. How- 
ever, since this mold was obtained repeatedly pure 
culture from animals inoculated with material from 
the lesions concluded that would best test 
the matter therefore took some 
the parasites they occurred the tissues, put 
them drop beef tea and watched their de- 
velopment under the microscope. Then was easy 
see that indeed the mold originated from the pro- 
like parasites. grew out directly from them. 
made these experiments repeatedly and later 
cases, that doubt remains that the organism 
really vegetable parasite. The parasite rather 
difficult classification. Dr. Halton already men- 
tioned that the culture forms mycelia like 
mold. will show you some drawings early stages 
showing that begins mycelium consisting 
septate more less clyndrical branched threads. 
Some these threads run into the culture medium, 
others from aerial hyphe. The latter are the seat 


spore formation. The manner which the spores 


develop shown the figures. They are rows 
endo-spores occurring the end the aerial hyphe 
most frequently separated empty spaces. Still 
these spaces, which resemble those which are ob- 
served between chlamydospores, are often very short. 
Sometimes the spores are directly adjoining, two 
them being directly adjacent. times one sees 
whole rows spores without any intermediate links 
between them. The spores differ from the spores 
ordinary oidia in, least the beginning, not being 
egg-shaped but more less angular. The free spores, 
however, later often assume irregular forms and some 
them may become ovoid even spherical. 
have been able observe from these spores that 
the like bodies develop the tissues 
direct enlargement. When brought onto fresh cul- 
ture media the spores bud into more less cylindri- 
cal threads which soon develop branches and septa 
make their appearance. some importance 
that addition the cylindrical and the 
spores one finds old pure cultures hyphe that re- 
semble those which occur cultures certain 
pathogenic yeasts, that the cells that compose 
them are more less bulbous with lateral buds, The 
parasite the tissues also resembles very closely the 
organisms described, cases blastomycetic derm- 
atitis with this important difference, however, that 
they develop endosporulation only and not 
budding. the whole believe the parasite should 
classified with the oidia, include this 
group all fungi the borderline between yeasts and 
molds, and name for propose until the 
genus definitely established, oidium coccidioides, 
retaining that way the name that was given 
when was regarded The lesions 
produced the fungus the tissues may resemble 
those tuberculosis very closely microscopically and 
macroscopically much that found two cases 
recorded tuberculosis among autopsy records, 
due this infection. other times the lesions 
are more acute and miliary larger cold abscesses 
appear that resemble those observed glanders. 
well known fact, however, that such abscesses 
also times occur infections with tubercle bacilli 
and places where encounter the tubercle 
bacilli pure culture. The disease was first de- 
scribed skin disease with, sometimes very late, 
generalization over the entire body the form 
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disseminated miliary tuberculosis. have seen, how- 
ever, several cases what appear primary 
pulmonary infections without cutaneous lesions 
any time during the course the disease. attacks 
the adrenals, the bones and joints, and the meninges 
more frequently even than tuberculosis. believe 
Dr. Cabot Boston, would appropiate name 
for the disease. The disease great interest from 
the standpoint general pathology, because shows 
clearly that there nothing specific the effect 
produced the tubercle bacillus upon the tissues. 
the result certain degree irritation which 
can reproduced every respect other parasites 
provided they act upon the tissues similarly, which 
course not new conception, but one that has 
often been the subject very bitter controversey. 


Dr. Rixford said: this patient cured, the 
first have known of. The patients heretofore have 
generally died. This germ vicious thing. There 
were two cases originally, one them chronic, the 
man living seven years; the other case was extremely 
acute, and the man died some six eight weeks. 
The parasites the two cases not sure are the 
same. The first parasite was apparently like this 
one, the second parasite made spores different 
manner, not numerous, separated from the peri- 
phery the spore clear hyaline substance.

rower. Whether simply collateral difference

Dr. Montgomery said: This very interesting 
ease account its being the bones entirely, 
with only sinuses leading out.
